CUBAN REVOLUTION DESCRIBED) Up She Goes! 
BY MISSIONARY IN LETTER 
TO PORTERVILLE FRIENDS 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 5—In a recent letter to Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Davison, of Porterville, conditions during the Castro revolution in 
Cuba are described by Mrs. Fred R. Gibbons, who is in Havana, 
Cuba, with her missionary husband, the Rev. Fred R. Gibbons. 


Following are parts of this let- 
ter that relate to the revolution; 
déleted are the strictly personal 
paragraphs of the communication. 
Mrs. Gibbons writes: 

“As for us down Cuba-way; 
where to begin? Never supposed 
we would ever be in the middle of 
a revolution like we have read of 
in the Latin-American countries. 
At Christmas we felt a bit lonely. 
The five missionary families that 
have lived in the Pacelacion are 
gone. So we.thought to be sort 
of quiet and peaceful-like togeth- 
er. 

“Cubans were always fearful 
and tense and‘ afraid of their 
shadows because the Military law 
under Batista was a fearsome 
thing ... until January 1 came, 
and we heard that the unspeak- 
able tyrant had fled with 62 top 
criminal cronies. 

“You wouldn’t know Cuba now. 
She is like a’singing child, free 
and unafraid. Castro, the con- 
quering hero and idol, has kept 
marvelous control. He called for 
a three-day strike and closing of 
store. 

“This was the thing to do, for 
his forces were marching up from 
the east end of the island to Ha- 
vana; to have had the streets 
clogged with autos, busses and 
people would have caused riots 
and havoc. 

The strike was bad, yes, but the 
wisest thing under the circum- 
stances. Cubans seldom buy more 
than one meal at a time— one 
carrot, onion, potato, etc., so, of 
course, they had little to eat, and 
the stores could not open. 

“Yours Truly fared a bit bet- 
ter; got along fine on a slice of 
bread three times a day, and half 
a cake of white, skim-milk cheese,

Dear Bill: 

Here is some information that 
I picked up out of a magazine 
about making money in the dairy 
business. Naturally, the Jerseys 


look good. Here is the informa- 
tion. 
You’d think that the debate 


* over high-fat versus low-fat cows 
would) have been settled long ago. 
But A. O. Shaw, head of Dairy 
science at Washington State col- 
lege, points out that it will never 
be settled as long as feed prices 
and the bonus for fat content 
vary. He says that a comparison 
of net profit from high and low- 
fat production my surprise you. 
At least, it’s worth some pen- 
cil-pushing like this to find out: 
Shaw’ took actual mlk prices 
and costs of production and com- 
pared the gross and net from a 


herd of Jerseys producing 9,000 
lbs. of 5 per cent milk with that 
of Holsteins producing 12,857 Ibs. 
of 3.5 per cent milk. 

At current prices the Jersey 
milk brought $5.80 for base and 
$3.99 for excess. Holstein milk 
brought $4.69 for base and $3.03 
for the excess. 

Selling 70 per cent base and 
30 per cent excess, this figures 
out as a gross of $413.13 for the 
Jersey and $538.97 for the Hol- 
stein. 

The grain bill figured out the 
same for both breeds: 3,500 
pounds per animal at $111.75 per 
head. 

But there was a big difference 
in the hay and pasture bill, which 
was charged at the rate of $25 a 
ton for hay and two-thirds the 
hay price for a five-month graz- 
ing system. Jerseys ate $47.25 
worth of hay and $22 worth of 
pasture while Holsteins gobbled 
up $73.50 worth of hay and

. “I am an elderly person and 
had several attacks of 
shingles. What is the cause and 
what can be done?” —Mrs. B.E. 
A. Shingles is the common name 
for herpes zoster, a virus-caused 
disease.which attacks the roots of 
certain nerves. Blisters form on 
the skin above the virus-injured 
nerve. The spaces between the 
ribs are very often affected. The 
blisters break after a time, leav- 
ing raw surfaces which scab over 
and heal slowly. The pain of 
herpes zoster is especially bother- 
some in older persons—less so in 
youngsters. A variety of treat- 
ment methods have been used, 
with good results in some cases— 


not so good in others. Persons. 


who suffer repeated herpes are 
sometimes vaccinated with small- 
pox vaccine. This may stop the 
attacks when other things have 
failed. The severe pain and dis- 
comfort of herpes zoster can be 
lessened by use of sedatives and 
pain relieving drugs prescribed by 
the physician. : 

Q. Just how do viruses cause 
disease? 

A. By affecting tissue cells. One 
variety of virus can injure nerve 


cells, as happens in shingles and 
in polio, another may injure the 
liver, as in hepatitis. The body 
probably harbors one or more 
viruses all the time. Nothing. may 
develop until some “shock” comes 
along to upset things. Then the 
virus takes over. This happens 
with the flu virus {n hogs. The 
virus seems to be present in the 
animals all the time but they 
develop flu only under certain 
stress conditions. Give the hogs 
a “shock” and the whole herd 
comes down with influenza. _ 
Q. “Several friends have given 
up smoking but I can’t. What’s 
the reason?” —A chain smoker. 
A. The ability to stop smoking is 
apparently related to the amount 
of tobacco previously consumed. 
One study showed that men (and 
presumably women) who average 
10 cigarettes a day can stop, 
those who smoke 18 cigarettes a 
day don’t try, and those. who 
smoke 20 or more cigarettes daily 
are seldom able to stop. Probably 
some 18-a-day men can stop i 
‘they try. There may be other 
reasons why some peoplé can’t 
stop smoking but how does this 
amount-per-day idea fit your case?

Other committees, the revenue 
and tax groups of the Senate and 
Assembly will consider the pro- 
posals for new and increased tax- 
es. They, too, will have the ad 
vice and ‘assistance of specialists 
from the finance department and 
our legislative staff. If past ex- 
perience can be _ trusted as a 
guide, the hearings of these tax 
committees will attract much 
greater attendance from the pub- 
lic than those on the budget it- 
self. There will also probably be 
much greater public participation 
in the discussion of the various 
tax proposals. 


This detailed study and action 
on both the spending program 
and the taxes needed to pay for it 
is perhaps the most important 
function of the legislature. Many

No one was particularly sur- 
prised by the size of the budget 
total—$2 billion, 188 million, Up 
about 9 per cent over appropri- 
ations for the current year, the 
budget request again sets a new 
high for all the states in the na- 
tion.

Many hours of patient re- 
view will be needed before each 
sub-group can report its findings 
to the full committee, and more 
time will elapse before the whole ® 
bill reaches the floor of the As- 
sembly for a vote on passage.

And the Barn does not 
quite ‘wrap up the order in its 
Matchmaker. , 

Certainly, when we saw the 
show last Saturday night, there 
was excellent crowd response— 
which after all is a highly im- 
portant thing in any theater. Yet, 
with the exception of Eldon Hunt, 
who has proved that he can do 
just about anything on the stage, 
and-do it well, the cast generally 
seems to be on the edge of under- 
standing, but only on the edge. 

Elizabeth Dobson, one of the 
Barn’s fine troupers and a Hoss- 
car winner several times, gets 
laughs in this one, but she is not 
up to her best performances; the 
rest of the cast just doesn’t quite 
reach the difficult level of a 
Wilder farce.
